Northern Minnesota, specific- _ 
ally the Red River Valley region, is now passing through that per- 
iod of transition from exclusive grain farming to a more general 
line of farming which includes some line of live stock production. 
Some years previous, southern and central Minnesota had a simi- 
lar experience when grain farming had to give way to a more di- 


range of conditions. 


versified line. 


In the earlier years, the opinion was held by many that beef 
could not be produced to advantage on the average Minnesota farm. 


This view was held to such 
an extent that it doubtless 
hindered numbers from 
making the attempt to 
grow beef. This view 
then prevailed for no oth- 
er reason than the fact 
that feeds for economical 
beef production were not 
grown as they were farth- 
er to the south, in Iowa, 
Illinois, and other regions 
where beef raising was 
successful. The crowding 
of the corn belt north, the 
growing of clovers and al- 
falfa and in other ways 
providing sufficient feed 
for winter feeding has 
demonstrated that central 
and southern Minnesota is 
an ideal region for beef 
cattle production and 
feeding. 

The Red River Valley 
presents great possibilities 
to the stockman. Dairy-

They are thriving in every clime and under all manner of conditions. Here is depicted a 
fine bunch of “Calvies’” range grown and range bred, from the Sam H. Hill & Son Ranch in 
Southern Texas. Just a few days ago we visited a very similar group in North Dakota. It 
matters not they make good anywhere and for that reason are finding new homes throughout 
the country where it has heretofore been thought impossible to carry the pure bred banner.

ducer of Northern Minnesota 
must first recognize the fact 
that he is confronted with a 
long period of winter feeding. 
This is not necessarily a dis- 
advantage; in fact winter conditions in the north from the feeder’s 
standpoint are in many ways superior to the conditions further 
south. There are no periods of alternate freezing and thawing dur- 
ing the winter to make conditions disagreeable around the feed 
When reasonably good shelter is provided the dry cold of 
the north is conducive to the health of animals and helps to keep 


The beef pro- 


Without question many farms in northwest Minnesota are suit- 


able to the profitable pro- 
duction of beef cattle. 
There is some question, 
however, as to the type of 
beef cattle production to 
which these farms and the 
farmers living on them 
are best suited. It must 
be remembered that these 
farms have been devoted 
almost exclusively to grain 
growing for some years. 
To convert them into im- 
proved live stock farms is 
a harder task than is re- 
alized by many people 
who are urging the farm- 
er of the Red River Valley 
to go into live stock. For 
instance, pastures must be 
seeded, fences built, win- 
ter shelter provided and 
crops grown, harvested, 
and stored for winter 
feed. The foundation live 
stock must be purchased 
and the farmer must learn 
to grow and handle the 
feed crops as well as to 
feed the stock economical- 
ly and buy and sell his 
live stock successfully. To 
launch out at once in the 
breeding of pure bred beef 


cattle or into the fattening of cattle for market is expecting a good 
deal of the beginner in beef cattle production. The kind of beef 
production that requires the least amount of skill and the lowest 
investment in building equipment and foundation stock undoubted- 
ly is the raising of grade beef cattle and selling them as feeders. 
Conditions in the Red River Valley as well as in some _ other parts 
of the state favor this method of raising and marketing beef cattle.

On the cover page of your issue of June 23rd is a cut of an 
unnamed Aberdeen-Angus bull. 

This animal is Rosegay 30708 who was shown at the first In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition in 1900 by C. H. Gardner, Bland- 
insville, Illinois, and awarded the junior championship. The senior 
championship went to Orin of Longbranch, shown by Chas. Escher 
& Son, Botna, Iowa, and no grand champion was selected. The 
following is quoted from the official review of this show: 


Class 35—Bull 1 Year and Under 2. 1st Rosegay; C. H. Gard- 
ner, Blandinsville, Ill. 2nd, Royal Laddie, W. A. McHenry, Denison, 
Iowa. 3rd, Woodlawn, Stanley R. Pierce, Creston, Ill. 4th, Hale 
Lad, Parker, Parrish & Miller, Hudson, Kans. 

“The yearling bull class was stronger in numbers of high-class 
entries than either of the preceding rings, and several good ones 
were left outside of the money. It was unquestionably the best 
ring of yearling bulls of the breed ever brought together in this 
country. A notable feature of this ring was that three place-win- 
ners were by the same sire.” 

I believe that the sire of the first two was Gay Lad 19538. Of 
course you can get the other details and the story of this animal 
from the old time breeders and exhibitors. 

While the subject is up, would it.not be a good idea to run 
stories during the fall dealing with the Aberdeen-Angus winners at 
the International and reminiscences of the veterans. As you know, 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the International will be celebrated 
November 29th to December 6th this year and it is fitting that be- 
fore that time the above suggested stories be given space. It is 
hoped that at the coming silver jubilee a great reunion of the exhib- 
itors will be held at Chicago and a review of the parts the Aberdeen- 
Angus have played will help to stimulate interest in this gathering 
and add to its attractiveness.

all the leading shows of 
America; the grandsire, 
Gay Blackbird, carried off one of the coveted ribbons at the Colum- 
bian Exposition in 1893; the great-grandsire Heather Lad 2d won 
a championship at the Columbian Exposition and his sire in turn 
was Black Knight, a champion and Highland Society winner in 1883. 

The first sire on the dam’s side is Imp. Jim Jams, also a prize 
winner and a wonderful breeding bull, while the sire of the grandam 
was Blackbird Hero winner of first prize at the Iowa State fair, 
in 1892, and he was by Rugby, a Highland Society winner in 1885 
and the next year he swept the platter clean throughout the states. 
Blackcap of Keillor Lodge bred by Gudgell & Simpson, the dam of 
Blackbird Hero, was sired by Knight of St. Patrick, a first prize 
winner at the various state fairs in 1893, a real bull bred by R. C. 
Auld. There are other prominent winners in the tabulation many of 
which may be recalled by the pioneers as they glimpse over the ani- 
eee aE therein. Further comment by anyone will be appre- 
ciated. 

While the tabulation contains many family names not today 
familiar, yet there is a preponderance of good individuals of the 
tried and staid old tribes across the way. There are two crosses 
of the good Blackcap bull Black Knight supported and reinforced 
by the Blackcap cow Blackcap of Keillor Lodge, also bred by Gudgell 
& Simpson, and a Blue Ribbon line making one-fourth of the tabu- 
lation of Blackbird and Blackcap extraction. There is a strong 
infusion of Erica blood, the two lines controling seven-sixteenths. 
The other sixteenth making up the stronger half of the tabulation 
is the Jilt cow Jemima of Ballindalloch bred by Sir G. M. Grant. 
The Heather Blooms contribute two strong individuals, the Sybil’s 
but one. Bruce’s Lulu was a Windsor Queen Mother of outstanding 
quality and her mate Khedive of Ballindalloch was a remarkably 
strong Pride from the Sir G. M. Grant herd. The old time Wester- 
town Rose tribe offers some strength through a pair of good fe- 
males. So after all Rosegay was bred a winner and came through 
careful mating with that end in view. Y

nine calves at foot. At that time Mr, Gant- 
gert was wanting a start of good beef cattle 
to replace the dairy herd he had disposed of 
and he wanted these beef cows to consume 
his grass and rough feed and furnish calves 
for his feed lot. Among the nine calves 
were three heifer calves that at that time 
he did not care to -have registered, but we 
are glad that Mr. Gantzert has now decided 
to keep his cattle registered and join the 
yanks of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. An- 
other proof that he is on the right track is 
the fact that he had Mr. F. E. Longmire, 
his County Agent, buy for him at the Cong- 
don & Battles sale on April 1, the good bull 
Blackmere 17th to head his herd. Now this 
is a well made highly bred Blackcap bull of 
Rosemere breeding and should prove a 
money maker for Mr. Gantzert. 

This gentleman came down into Egypt 
(as our southern Illinois country is called) 
not to buy Aberdeen-Angus cattle but look- 
ing for Herefords. When I met him I was 
helping a neighbor fill a silo and when I 

‘ mentioned that I had a few Aberdeen-Angus 
cows for sale Mr. Gantzert said he wanted 
no Aberdeen-Angus because they were too 
wild. Now if a fellow wants to start an ar- 
gument with me he can by making that 
statement because I know that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are not wild. 

You will find wild Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
but you will also find wild cattle of any 
breed. If a man turns out a bunch of cat- 
tle of any breed and never goes near them 
or handles them they will not be pets of 
course. But the best way to convince any 
one is to show them so I sent Mr. Gantzert 
over the pasture and he went around 
through a corn field so, as he said after- 
wards, he would not scare them and get 
close enough to see them before they run. 
They didn’t run so he walked over among 
them and to his surprise they begin to gath- 
er round to see if he had a nubbin or a lump 
of salt for them. When he got back he lik- 
ed Aberdeen-Angus cattle so those nosey 
Aberdeen-Angus cows had made an Aber- 
deen-Angus man of him instead of a Here- 
ford breeder. 

What I wanted to impress upon readers is 
the fact that the corn belt is today full of 
men that want a few good beef cows for the 
production of baby beeves and many of these 
men that are now looking for these cows 
will be turned from one beef breed to anoth- 
er by just some little thing. So if your cat- 
tle are not as gentle as you would like ther 
to be never make a trip to the pasture espec- 
ially if this pasture is away from the house 
but what you take the cattle a few nubbins 
or something and in a very short time they 
will all come running to you at your call and 
lam sure they will look better to you then.

' Aberdeen-Angus have been a progressive 


breed and they are about all good. 

Descending down the line from such an- 
cestry as Old Black Knight, Moon Eclipser, 
His Highness Sixth, and a lot of other lead- 
ers, all of which have left their impress, and 
have driven the horns from the land. It has 
already been proven that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus stand supreme, and are here to stay, 
as the leader of all the beef breeds. 

For the past thirty years I have made a 
specialty of selling our bulls to the western 
trade though a number of bulls and cows 
have gone north, east and south to Kansas 
and Oklahoma. I remember years ago when 
there was a dearth of bulls. I sold my whole 
crop of bulls in Oklahoma, some half a dozen 
of them to Mr. Kershaw. 

Now I want to ask you what is the matter 
with the bull trade this spring? On my re- 
turn from Florida I find we have a number 
of bulls on hand. Of course should have ad- 
vertised them early but it is rather late in 
the day to move them now. I am badly 
crippled and can’t give the matter personal 
attention as I did in past years, but I still 
retain the Doddie song down deep in my 
heart.

It is good to see that many Virginia 
breeders have not lost heart in the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle business during the dis- 
couraging times through which we have 
been passing, as evidenced by some going 
out into other states and picking up some 
of the good things. Other new men are 
buying foundation herds and a considerable 
number have bought their first pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls within the past 
twelve months. The demand here has just 
about taken care of the local supply of bulls 
of near breeding age. 

During the last few weeks some bulls 
have been placed by breeders of this county 
(Washington) among men new to the breed. 
Mr. Joe Clock, of Glade Spring, has just 
bought a yearling bull from J. E. McSpad- 
den, Chilhowie, Virginia, and W. H. Geisler, 
Meadow View, Virginia; second one from 
H. L. Clock, Lodi, Virginia. 

I recently sold the bull, Marquis Major 
4th 368347, to C. F. Stowers, Cool Creek, 
Bland county, Virginia, and sold the herd 
owned by the estate of the late R. A. Berry 
(13 head) to L. B. Scott, of Ceres, Bland 
county, Virginia. I hear that these are the 
only pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cows in 
the county and they should give a good ac- 
count of themselves as they carry good 
breeding and most of them are high class 
individuals. 

The Berry’s were the first Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders in the county—D. L. Berry, 
deceased, bought the bull, Laddie McLaren 
53145, bred by C. E. Swain & Sons, from 
Mr. J. R. K. Bell, and this bull probably did 
more to attract attention to the breed than 
any other bull ever in the county. He was 
a splendid individual and breeder. Was only 
mated with one or two pure bred cows and 
nearly all of the calves from these cows 
were bulls. If he had been used on a good 
pure bred herd would doubtless have made 
a fine reputation.

IMPROVE QUALITY OF CATTLE.

Prof. W. H. Tomhave, head of the Animal Hushanahee” Deimnesota, 
of Pennsylvania State College, made a direct appeal to on 
men of the Northwest for an improved quality of beef ate’ tr, 
stated that there were 11,000 farms in Lancaster count - 
of which fed cattle each winter, of these South St. Paul fect 
during the 1922-23 season 1300 cars. The Eastern teedene tan 
to prefer the cattle from the Northwest because of their a oe 
ness and good feeding qualities. With an advantage of this a0 
nitude it will pay the cattlemen of the Northwest to look walt 
the improvement of the quality of their feeders. This impro : 
ment can no doubt be brought about in a most acceptable ot 
through the use of good high-quality Aberdeen-Angus bulls for ‘t 
is cattle that will respond quickly to feed that these good via 
sylvania feeders want. They also desire a type of cattle that will 
take a nice, clean, even finish, cattle that will ripen early and 
profitably. For cattle of this type they are willing to pay a prem- 
ium as feeders. 

In a splendid article in another place in this issue Prof, Tom- 
have tells of the proportions of beef as compared with those of pork 
and mutton consumed in Pennsylvania. The ratio per capita is 92 
pounds pork, 63 pounds beef, 28 pounds mutton. This required an 
approximate slaughter of 900,000 head of cattle last year. By 
careful grading up it is entirely possible for the Northwest to com- 
mand an increased amount of this business. While on the other 
hand it is altogether possible to supply a quality of beef that will 
increase the amount of beef used in the annual ration. So after 
all it is largely up to the cattlemen of the Northwest to improve 
their cattle market through the use of better sires. Try an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull if you desire best results, early maturity, and a 
responsive carcass.

“Range conditions are the best they have 
been in several years. Grass is excellent 
and while there are a good many grasshop- 
pers in some sections, they have not done 
any real damage yet this year.

Pennsylvania and the Beef Cattle Industry 


By W. H. TOMHAVE, Staff Contributor and Advisor, Pennsylvania Farmer 
Head of Department of Animal Husbandry, Pa. State College 


Meat constitutes approximately one-third 
of the cost of food for the average family 
in the United States. There is no other 
food product for which an equal amount of 
money is expended. ; ; 

The extensive use of meat is due to its 

latability and its high nutritive value. Ac- 
cording to the best authorities, meat forms 
in the aggregate 16 per cent of the American 
diet and furnishes 30 per cent of the protein 
and 59 per cent of the fat. 

The protein and fats in meat are highly 
digestible. The protein is practically 100 
per cent digestible, while the fat is about 
96 per cent digestible. Meat is not only 
rich in highly digestible protein and fat, but 
itis also rich in iron and phosphorus, min- 
erals which are very necessary to the hu- 
man body. 

Last year the people in the state of Penn- 
sylvania consumed approximately a billion 
anda half pounds of meat, exclusive of poul- 
try and fish. This is an average of 183 
pounds for every man, woman and child in 
the state. Of the total amount consumed 
per capita, 63 pounds were beef, 92 pounds 
were pork, and the remainder veal, lamb, 
and mutton. 

It required about 500,000,000 pounds of 
beef to meet the demand of the people in 
Pennsylvania alone. To supply this amount 
of beef it was necessary to slaughter ap- 
proximately 900,000 head of cattle, or about 
2300 head per day. 

At the present time the farmers in Penn- 
sylvania are supplying less than 20 per cent 
of the cattle required for beef in this state. 
The balance is produced in the middle west- 
em and western states, and comes into 
Pennsylvania as cattle for slaughter, or is 
shipped here as dressed beef from western 
pack establishments. 


At the present time the center of the beef 
cattle industry is in the Middle West. Penn- 
sylvania has less than ten head per square 
mile and yet her possibilities for beef pro- 
duction are fully equal to those of any of 
the leading beef producing states. 


We have the fundamental essentials in 
this state for beef production; an abundance 
of rough grazing land that is capable of 
producing splendid grass for _ pasture; 
streams and an annual rainfall of about 40 
inches—ten inches more than the average 
rainfall in the Middle West—which make 
forage plentiful. 


Proximity to splendid markets, because of 
the large consuming centers, is another ad- 
vantage that is not enjoyed by our middle 
western and western beef producers. Cli- 
matic conditions are also favorable for beef 
production in practically every section of 
the state. 


With these natural advantages beef pro- 
duction should be increased, but it must be 
conducted on the most modern and efficient 
basis. In order that the greatest returns 
may be secured from the industry, it is ne- 
cessary to use foundation animals of good 
beef type in the breeding herd. The breed- 
ing cows should be pure bred or grades of 
good beef breeding. Only pure bred sires 
should be used. 


In addition to breeding good cattle, it is 
necessary to follow an economical method of 
feeding. The unlimited use of silage, prop- 
erly supplemented with protein feeds, such 
as cottonseed meal and oil meal, corn, and 
other farm feeds, is the most economical 
combination to use. The cattle should also 
be fed long enough to produce the finish 
necessary for the better grades of beef 
which command the highest price on the 
market, and which are always in demand.

er But Fewer Stallions Shown 
PON on Horse-Breeding Situation eon 
n improvement in the qualit :

ed with previous ‘years, are shown in sp 
port on the horse-breeding situation just 
issued by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The information, compiled b 
J. O. Williams and S. R. Speelman of th, 
Bureau of Animal Industry, is based on the 
latest records obtained from the secretaries 
of stallion enrollment boards of the various 
States. The report shows that more than 79 
per cent of the stallions standing for public 
service during the breeding season of 1923 
were purebreds. In five States—Indiana, 
Michigan, Montana, Pennsylvania, and West 
Virginia—all the stallions kept for public 
service were of pure breeding. A summary 
of jack registration shows that nearly 65 per 
cent of jacks that were registered for public 
service were pure bred. The figures for both 
stallions and jacks show approximately a 
one per cent increase in pure breds over the 
previous year. 

In numbers, however, stallions registered 
in 20 States from which comparable figures 
were available, totaled 17,330 for 1923, as 
against 18,400 for 1922, a decline of 1,070 or 
5.8 per cent. During the same time jacks 
declined from 4,888 to 4,344 a loss of 544 in 
sixteen comparable States. The figures giv- 
en show the same general trend as the de- 
partment’s estimates of the total number of 
horses and mules on farms in the United 
States at the beginning of 1923 and 1924. 
Both of these classes of animals show a de- 
cline in numbers. 

“Production of horses and mules is still 
behind the death rate,” the department spe- 
cialists assert, although there is no doubt a 
surplus of horses which can not be marketed 
profitably, there is an actual shortage of 
animals of the heavy draft type, high-class 
wagon horses, and good saddle horses. Re- 
ports indicate a brisk market demand for 
animals of these classes, and ready sale at 
good prices.” It is noteworthy from the re- 
port that the decline in the number of pub- 
lie-service stallions and jacks was greatest 
jn the scrub, grade, and cross-bred classes, 
this condition being a favorable indication of 
a better class of foals in the future. Four 
states—Indiana, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
and West Virginia—licensed only pure bred 
stallions and jacks during 1922. Iowa joined 
the ranks of states licensing only pure bred 
stallions and jacks by a law becoming effec- 
tive January 1, 1924. :

Sometimes a feeder gets more credit 
than is due him for having his exhibit 
in the right shape at show time. How- 
ever, it certainly is true that if he does 
not have the right pattern to start 
with and a good doer the feeder has 
avery difficult task to perform in pre- 
paring his animals for the shows. . 
Tierra Alta 2nd was one of the best doing 
steers that the A. & M. College has had in 
the past eleven years. He was such a good 
feeder that he had to be kept on a limited 
ration for a good part of the time, other- 
wise he would have been badly overdone by 
show time. 


The feeds used by the A. & M. College in 
preparing Tierra Alta 2nd for his final 
judgment was as near a balanced ration as 
could be used for this purpose and it cer- 
tainly gave good results. The ration con- 
sisted of ground oats, ground barley, ground 
wheat, corn, chops, wheat bran, cotton seed 
meal, with a little ground flax meal. Six 
weeks previous to show time he had his feed 
dampened in molasses and water. He was 
allowed all the prairie or timothy and clover 
hay he would clean up. 


The winnings of Tierra Alta 2nd for the 
two-year period that he was exhibited has 
never been equalled by any steer of any 
breed in Texas. The first show in which 
Tierra Alta 2nd made his appearance was at 
the Texas State Fair, Dallas, in the fall of 
1921, where he won first prize as senior calf 
and was a member of the second prize herd 
of three Aberdeen-Angus steers. From Dal- 
las he went to the Texas Cotton Palace, Wa- 
(0, where he was first in his class, champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer of the show, and was 
amember of the first prize Aberdeen-Angus 
herd. At the Houston Fair and Exposition 
he won first in his class, champion Aber- 
ieen-Angus steer, and was again a member 
of the first prize steer herd. He made his 
text appearance at the Southwestern Expo- 
ition and Fat Stock Show, Fort Worth, in 
March, 1922.

iments at University Farm have shown that 
barley is not quite as economical a feed as 
corn for fattening cattle. 

Good yields of alfalfa hay, fodder corn 
and silage corn, however, have been secured 
for a number of years on a good many Red 
River Valley farms and it has been demon- 
strated that mature beef cows growing 
yearling and two-year-old steers and heif- 
ers can be successfully wintered on these 
feeds. { 

It should be kept in mind that one of the 
important principles involved in the econ- 
omical wintering of beef cows is that they 
calve in the spring of the year so they will 
be dry during the coldest winter months. It 
has been demonstrated at University Farm 


that it requires much richer feed to winter 
a cow that is nursing a calf than it does to 
winter a dry cow but that the beef cow will 
milk well and raise her calf well on grass 
alone through the spring and summer 
months. 


During recent years sweet clover has be- 
come an important crop in many parts of 
Minnesota. It is now being grown in large 
acreages throughout the Red River Valley. 
It is being used as a seed crop, a pasture 
crop and to some extent as a hay crop. It 
promises to become a great benefactor es- 
pecially to the beef cattle grower in the Red 
River Valley.
